“Tf the Izaak Walton league pro- 
gram would be realized, it would 
mean the establishment of game 
reserves up and down the state and 
adequate protection for the wild 
game animals,’ Mr. Hammond 
said. A large man in stature, a 
pleasing and forceful speaker and 
keen observer Mr. Hammond tola 
of the great need for immediate 
action in protecting the wild life 
now here and in preparing to pro- 
pogate for the future.
